We would 
respectfully. tell the Prime Minister that we feel the time has 
now come, if it be not considerably overdue, when he should 
understand that the Jewish People, so far as they can avoid it, do 
not intend to acquiesce in any further monkeying by Great Britain 
with the Mandate for Palestine. Let us recall briefly some- 
thing of what has happened. In 1917 Great Britain issued the 
Balfour Declaration, and, as is generally conceded, thereby gained 
the moral support of the Jews the world over. When the Peace 
came to be arranged, Jews everywhere, on the strength of the 
Declaration, were unanimous in agreeing that the Mandate 
for Palestine should be given to this country, That Mandate, 
it was recognised, was of much strategic value to Great 
Britain. Th gave-her a position in the Near Kast which afforded 
her valuable and much needed security in relation to the 
Eiipire. Its main purpose as can be readily seen from the 
preamble to the document, was to implement the Balfour 
Declaration, Upon that point it is clear and distinct. It is 
troc that there are certain phrases in it, notably Article 6, which 
to. be somewhat..contradictory to the preamble. But 
that is so only when read unreasonably and without reference 
lo the wording of the preamble, which must be regarded as the 
go\crning elause. It is further true that a vital expression 
employed in the Declaration and which was embodied in the 
Mandate was, most unfortunately, as we have’ constantly 
pointed out, very obscure. But whatever was intended by 

* National Home for the Jewish People,’ there can _ be 
ho question that in accepting the Mandate, Great Britain 
“greed to encourage and help in the setting up in Palestine 
of « national Jewish entity. This of necessity involved 
‘s « minimum, the Immigration of Jews into the land, 
their settlement there, and the assistance and protection 
by the Mandatory power of those who went to form the 
Jewish “Home.” What that Home would become, always has 
been, and is for by far the most part a matter for Jews—it will 
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be What they make it. That there have always been different views 
antong them about what@lie new settlement should or could be 
was perhaps inevitable. Some thought and think nowof a“ Home” 
consisting of plaster saints and baptised angels, others of a 
Commonwealth in which Jews would have the opportunity for 
developing Jewish culture under the influence and the urge of 
National institutions. to the infinite advantage of all our people 
and the lasting benefit of Civilisation, Byt this variation of out- 
look with endless intervening shades and shapes of opinion alters 
not in the least fundamentally the clear duty of the Man- 
datory power. Nor for that matter does it alter the implied 
obligations, by no means inconsiderable or easy of performance, 
especially having regard to Jewish conditions and circumstances, 
which the Mandate cast upon the Jewish people. But although 
the Jews have wrought marvellously for their part, have, as is 
everywhere and by al! 


who know agreed, done wondrously. for 
Palestine 


upbuilding--have accomplished what has been 
little short of the miraculous, and brought to their work a 
spirit of burning patriotism—the Mandatory power has 
done practically nothing in the earrying out of the promise 
of the Balfour Declaration on which it obtained its coveted 
position. Onthe contrary, Great Britain sent out to administer 
the affairs of the country a set of officials, many of whom boast 
of their hatred of Jews, officials soaked with the worst traditions 
of swashbuckling, and determined to do what in them lay actually 
to prevent the carrying out certainly of the spirit and very often 
of the letter of the Mandate with the working. of which they 
were entrusted. ‘Their supineness to the elemental claims upon 
them of the Jews, reflecting as it did the supineness towards 


the duty of Great Britain as Mandatory of successive Home 


Governments led direct! that and nothing else in fact—to the 
terrible events of last year, whén the Jews in Palestine were 
left at the mercy of Arab’ murderers and looters by the 
Administration, which utterly failed to afford those Jews pro- 
tection to life and limb and took, away from them all means of 
defending themselves. 


Mr. RAMSAY MACDONALD'S Government was then in White- 
hall, and it announced that a Commission of Inquiry would be 
sent to Palestine. There is no necessity for us to refer in any 
detail to that Commission or its Report; which was from end to 
end biased against the Jews and unfair to them, for the simple 
reason that only thus could it perform its real mission, which 
was to whitewash” the Palestine Administration. When, 
however, the Report was produced the PRIME . MINISTER 
announced that he would make upon it a statement on major 
policy, which was supposed to be withdrawn from the purview 
of the Commission, but which that body none the less dealt with 
somewhat extensively. In the meantime, however, the Report, 
which virtually accorded to the Arabs a verdict of justifiable 
homicide in their killing of the Jews, proved to the agitators 
responsible for the trouble a valuable asset. They have 
used it to advantage. A Delegation to the Government was 
told that the demands it made were wholly unacceptable. 
Yet, none the less, the Arabs have now obtained from the Govern- 
ment the concession of one of the Delegation’s chief requests, 
which was the stopping of Jewish immigration! The Govern- 
ment has .admittedly in consequence of the Arab request 
actually ordered the cancellation of some thousands of permits 
already granted for the immigration of Jews into Palestine, 
and thus undermined completely the whole scheme of Jewish 
re-settlement. So that it comes to this: that the Mandatory 
which holds the Mandate on the understanding that it shall inter 
alia help and encourage the settlement of Jews in the country, 
at the bidding of the Arabs prevents the settling there of Jews 
who, the Palestine Administration itself agrees—because it issued 
the permits—are needed for the country’s use to obviate the 
shortage of labour there! Comment on such a _ piece of 
political faithfulness we will not attempt. There can, however, 
be only one word for a policy which seems designed to hold the 
Mandate, and yet to throw overboard the understanding upon 
which it was granted. We doubt whether the other peoples of 
the world represented at the League of Nations will look favour- 
ably on this exhibition of Great Britain’s idea of National 
honour, while the Government cannot fail to be alive to 
the storm of indignation its action has aroused the world over, It 
must realise how the love.and respect for Great Britain, which 
the Balfour Declaration and her undertaking the Mandate 
secured for her, are being turned to hatred and contempt—a fact 
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which is to us a bitter and unhappy one to record, in all 
sooth. But so far as Jews are concerned, the action of the 
Government has left them, it seems to us, no other alternative 
than very seriously to consider whether they ought any longer 
to co-operate Great Britain in respect to Palestine 
and whether they ought not to leave that country to be 
dealt with by the Mandatory without further Jewish respon-

But we all 
know quite well that many of those who close their shops on Satur- 
‘lavs. so as to he able to open them on Sundays, ignore other Sabbath 
obligations equally imperative upon Jews, But it always seems to me 
that it is unfair in such cases that a minority shall overrule what may 
he the wish of the majority, and that is why I have always thought 
that Sunday opening of shops by Jews, where non-Jews are prohibited, 
should be determined by local option, to be ascertained by the votes 
of the inhabitants of the districts concerned. I think it is possible, 
from al! I have read, that in the case of barbers such a vote would 
have been in favour of allowing Jews to trade on Sunday as a matter 
of general convenience, ; 


Some such process would in any case, I think, obviate such angry, 
and almost consequently foolish, sentiments as were expressed on this 
subject the other day at a meeting of the National Chambers of Trade 
Conference held at Belfast. Alderman A, M, Matthews, J.P., opened 
a discussion there on Sunday trading, which he assigned very largely to 
the fact that “as in the suburbs of London, the Jews or foreigners 
were gradually driving our own countrymen to: Sunday opening.” A 
Mr. Saunders went farther than this and said he believed that “ Sunday 


trading was due to the Jews getting control of things in this country, 


but the time would come when they would be able to run their country 
themiselves and not be controlled by the Jews,” who, he said, were 
also largely responsible for the existing unemployment! The report 
I saw of the gentleman’s speech did not give his reasons for this re- 
markable statement, which, to say the least, is disappointing, for 
they must have been interesting. Of course, such absurdities as those 
for which these speakers were responsible would not survive a moment’s 
examination. But they do indicate considerable ill-feeling against 
Jews caused by Sunday trading, which, I think, should not be 
disregarded, and might be very considerably met in the way I suggest. 


That widely different views prevail among Jews in Palestine 
concerning Sabbath observance is evident from two messages that come 
this week from my Jerusalem Correspondent.

What he meant exactly by that 
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The continued progress made by the London Jewish Hospital, 
as evidenced by the proceedings at the annual meeting last week, is 
very gratifying. This is especially so having regard to the history of 
this institution and to the fact that it was for so many years frowned 
upon, if not actually contemned, by so many of the leading men and 
women in the community. Its success is due very largely to the per- 
sisteney and courage of those belonging to the very classes the Hospital 
18 designed to serve, who recognised the great value it could be, and 
now is, in their lives, 

The Chairman of the Council of the Hospital, Dr. Goodman Levy, 
made an interesting announcement at the meeting which portends a 
further advance in what may be termed denominational hospital work. 
The London County Council is now taking over the Municipal Hospitals 
and Infirmaries in the Metropolis. It has been suggested by the Jewish 
Hospital that Jewish patients at these Council institutions should. as 
far as possible, be centralised in one of them, This would be of great 
convenience to the patients for whom kasher food and special atten- 
tion could be provided, and would be useful to the Jewish Hospital 
in the wav of transferring cases unsuttable for being dealt with at 
Stepney Green, The Hospital, although its income is sufficient for 
current expenses, has still a debt of over £2,500 on its shoulders, which 
it ought not to be difficult to remove -without any very. serious 
operation, 


In the issue of the 9th mst. I quoted from the columns of the 
EVENING STANDARD of a century ago a reference to some prayers for 
the restoration of the health of the then king that had been said at 
the Western Synagogue, then situated in the Haymarket. It was 
stated that this was the first occasion when prayers for any member 
of the Roval Family had been offered up in a Jewish place of worship—- 
a statement which, in view of the ritual prayer for the Royal Family, 
I ventured to say must have been an error, From the Rev. M. Bloch, 
B.A.. of the Portsmouth Hebrew Congregation, I have received the 
following inter sting letter on the matter; 

In regard to the query when the first prayers for the Sovereign were 
recited in the synagogues of this country, in Vol. 4 of the Transactions of the 
Jewish Historical Society of England, the late Rev. Simeon Singer dealt with 
this question in an article entitled * The earliest Jewish prayers for. the 
Sovereign.’ He says that the first reference in the English language to the 
Praver for the Sovereign is found in Edmund Chilmead’s English translation 
of Leon Modena’s ** The History of the Rites, Customs and Manner of Life 
of the present Jews throughout the World.’ (London, 1650). In 1655 the 
Humble Addresses ”’ of Manasseh ben Israel appeared, and these contained 
mi full for the first time an English version of the Prayer for the Head of the 
State, which is very similar to that now in vogue in the synagogue service. 


‘The Rev. Mr. Singer says further * this was the Prayer which Pepys heard, 


in Hebrew, of course, in the Synagogue, probably in Creechurch Lane, on the 
occasion of his visit described in a passage in his diary (October 13th, 1663), 
when he formed a very unfavourable opinion of Synagogue decorum. ‘ And 
in the end they had a prayer for the King, in which they pronounced his name 
im Portugall ; but the prayer like the rest, in Hebrew.’ ’ 

This so far confirms what I concluded as to the Prayer for the Royal 
Family being much more than a century old. But perhaps someone 
will tell us whether the surmise I ventured was correct, that the Prayer 
referred to by the Evenixe Staxparp was the first special prayer 
recited in a Synagogue for an individual member of Rovaltv, other than 
the ritual praver., 


It is evident that the pen, when it is a Weinberg, is mightier 
than the sword when it is a chali/!.

By Mentor.

fother and Mother show no regard for the institution. 


THE JEWISH CHILD, particularly the genus of these days, when 
lo'd about the Sabbath, will as likely or not ask : “ Why ?’—it will 
want to know why the seventh day in each week is to be set aside 

sacred Sabbath, And the teacher will insist that the command- 
ment gives the reason—that it is because the Creator made the Heavy: n 
and the Earth, and all comprised within them, in six days and rested 
on the seventh day, becoming refreshed. That may well trouble the 
child when it obtains its first lesson in any of the sciences that 
frach of the age of this planet, the time during which man has 
inhabited it, the evolution of all creation, the gradual assimilation 
often having taken millions of years, of all life in the Universe 
fo surrounding conditions. The child if.it have but the wit of 
the normal Jewish child, will wonder to the extent of wanting to 
snow something more on the subject. He will not readily accept 
with even the slightest scientific knowledge, the idea which 
will be taught in the Religion class, of a sort of ready-made reach- 
ue-down Universe a creation clobbered together and delivered from 
the faetory complete, spick and span ready for Shabat after six 
divs’ work, like some chest of drawers—or, if you will, some arm. 
calr—-or so many pairs of trousers! 


AND THIS ENQUIRING child may be tempted, if residing here in 
hogland, to enquire for itself what our Religious Het-man has to 
soy) about it. Turning to the Chief Rabbi's book—not, I mean, his 
J/owish ” Tit-Bits ” or the Book for Children with the Christian Hymns 
lor which he is responsible, but the Chief Rabbi's Commentary on 
(esis, the Bible book which tells of Creation—there it will learn 
hot that the Almighty brought creation into being in six days and 
t«sted on the seventh, but that He did so in six “ cycles,” of which, 
apparently, there were seven, the final one being devoted to Divine 
i inivation of the work done on the other six! The child naturally 
from this is inclined to say that if you will find out when 
lest the seventh cycle is to recur, it will then think of 


ob crving the Sabbath! If not precisely what the child will 


think, that is the trend of the child’s mind, which being that 
® « child, is nothing if not logical. If the child is fortunate 
it will find a meaning of the Sabbath in an older book called 
Deuteronomy, which gives the appealing reasom of care for 
those employed by us, and for dumb animals so that they shall not 
Ss) nd their lives in one eternal rownd of labour, But how confusing 
—and T have instanced only one Jewish observance, one facet 
of Jewish religious teaching—all this must be to the budding 
Jew! That comes of teaching the Jewish religion by precept and 
hol by practice. If the child in its home from its very earliest 
infaney was habited to observe with its parents and all its family 
the Seventh day as Sabbath, it would do so naturally and 
Unquestioningly, I recollect reading how Dr, Montefiore explained 
that he did not partake of hare, not because he regarded it as 
religiously forbidden food, but because it was not eaten in his 
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ae SABBATH OBSERVANCE has, ag I have explained, been merely given 
ininstance. Itis not the only religious obligation by any means that 
it is impossible to teach efficiently by precept. That, as I contend, 
applies to all appertaining to Jewish religious observance, and the 
most that can be accomplished by teaching by precept is mechanical 
observance without spirit and without soul. It will be argued, I am 
sure, that such objection will stand where religion is taught by 
precept—where we observe merely because our Parents did so, in 
this and that or the other. But what is observance if it be not 
nine-tenths custom ? Few religious observances but base 
themselves upon habit of life or will stand the test of exact 
and extensive absolute proof. Who shall say that the story 
of the Passover which children are taught in the Religion 
classes will bear being measured by what Egyptology reveals? 
Ancient history, even what we possess of it, places the 
Whole of the Hebrew association with Egypt in a light which 
makes the Bible story in comparison -a puny incident, instead 
of a great a vital chunk, in the life and development of the Egyptian 
people. It makes: the story of Israel in Egypt not less but more 
wonderful, and our survival from Pharaonic influences more 
miraculous than does the Bible narrative. But the knowledge of 
all this would not shake the Jew who all his life had been in the 
habit of observing the Passover—it would but induce in him a 
keener sense of the sacredness of the commemoration. Ido not 
think this would be so with the one who as a child had been merely 
instructed about the Passover in Jewish Religious Education style, 
but who never saw ii kept In his home. It doubt if with al! the 
precept-teaching he might receive, he would ever observe it at all. 


SO WE MIGHT RUN through every religious function of our Faith, 
and we would find that the spirit and the soul of them are to be 
imbibed and shared only by practice, and that practice if it- be the 
means of instruction at all must come from the home, from the family 
because the home and the fumily are components of the tribe and of 
the nation achief purpose of whichis the preservation of the Jewish 
Faith. The most that can be done by religious education through 
precept is to impart a thin veneer of knowledge, which cannot 
take the place of soul and spirit and faith and habit and 
custom upon which religious observance must be founded if it 1s to 
be founded on religious truth—a very different thing, I would say, 
than truth or fact as we kvow things: Religious truth is a matter 
of what we believe—it is creed, in which we persist and which we 


- make our life, because it is benéficent in the ordering of our lives, 


What we believe about the Sabbath and the Passover—to take only, 
the two examples I have quoted—is all important and not, for 
religious purposes, what we know concerning them. And we. will 
not believe truly and sincerely save by practice; assuredly not 
when we see. a3 children especially, such belief set at naught im 
our very homes. 


LET OUR RELIGION CLASsuS then cease trying to teach Religion 
which, being Judaism, ifthey would teach itthey cannot. There is ample 


scope for them in teaching Jewish history, in imparting to children 


the tongue of their people and so forth. These will help and assist 
the foundations of Faith which are to be gained, if at all, by every 
child not by precept but by example in his own home. [It is this 
which gives force to the statement made by one of Israel's learned 
ones. that the responsibility of all parents for their children is great 
—that of the Jewish parents is overwhelming.

The Government and the Mandate. 


Cancelling Immigration Certificates. 
HOUSE OF COMMONS, 


Mr. Marcus (Labour, Dundee) asked the Under-Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, whether he was aware that the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine recently applied for 3,300 immigration certifi- 
cates on the basis of the actual requirements of each colony; that 
the Palestine Government granted the application; and if he would 
explain why the Colonial Office had since instructed the Palestine 
Government to cancel these certificates and to suspend all immigra- 
(ion until Sir John Hope Simpson had completed his inquiry. 

The UNDER-SECRETARY FOR THE COLONIES, Dr. Drummond Shiels, 
rephed: There has been no general stoppage or prohibition of immi- 
gration, The Secretary of State is aware that, owing to a misunder- 
standing, a schedule of 3,300 persons was approved early in May by 
the High Commissioner for the half-yearly period ‘ending 30th 
September next. This figure included 950 persons whose admission 
had been sanctioned in advance. His Majesty's Government have 
taken the view that, having regard to the criticisms made in the 
Shaw Commission Report and the consequent mission of Sir John 
lope Simpson to Palestine for the special purpose of examining 
questions relating to land and immigration, it is desirable, pending 
the receipt of Sir John Hope Simpson's report, that further arrivals 
should in the meantime be restricted. It has accordingly been 
decided to confine the issue of certificates for the present to the 
950 persons whom I have mentioned.

It is announced that the Chief 
Rabbi of the British Empire has accepted nomination as President of the 
Union, and that Lord Rothschild has accepted the Council's invitation to 
become its Hon. President.

Cancelling Immigration Certificates. 
HOUSE OF COMMONS, 


Mr. Marcus (Labour, Dundee) asked the Under-Secretary of 
State for the Colonies, whether he was aware that the Jewish 
Agency for Palestine recently applied for 3,300 immigration certifi- 
cates on the basis of the actual requirements of each colony; that 
the Palestine Government granted the application; and if he would 
explain why the Colonial Office had since instructed the Palestine 
Government to cancel these certificates and to suspend all immigra- 
(ion until Sir John Hope Simpson had completed his inquiry. 

The UNDER-SECRETARY FOR THE COLONIES, Dr. Drummond Shiels, 
replied: There has beén no general stoppage or prohibition of immi- 
gration. The Secretary of State is aware that, owing to a misunder- 
standing, a schedule of 3,300 persons was approved early in May by 
the High Commissioner for the half-yearly period ending 380th 
September next. This figure included 950 persons whose admission 
had been sanctioned in advance. His Majesty's Government have 
taken the view that, having regard to the criticisms made in the 
Shaw Commission Report and the consequent mission of Sir John 
Hope Simpson to Palestine for the special purpose of examining 
questions relating to land and immigration, it is desirable, pending 
the receipt of Sir John Hope Simpson's report, that further arrivals 
should in the meantime be restricted. It has accordingly been 
decided to confine the issue of certificates for the present to the 
950 persons whom I have mentioned. 7

THE UNION OF HEBREW AND RELIGION CLASSES. 
; Judging from the facts reported in your columns, the Fulham 
Congregation has refused to be bound to employ a certain teacher 
and rather than submit has decided to carry on without any outside 
financial aid. A few years “go, a similar case of friction occurred 
between the Union and the East Ham Associate Synagogue Hebrew 
( ongregational Classes. The fact was then elicited that the Union 
contributes £15. year towards the upkeep of the Classes, which cost 
some hundreds to maintain,and for this small sum of money the Union 
had arrogated to itself the right of the engagement and dismissal of 
teachers. I think jt is time to consider whether the existencé of such 
an institution as the.Union of Hebrew and Religion Classes is really 
necessary. We have in the metropolis two older bodies— the Jewish 
veligious Education Board and the Talmud Torah Trust, doing 
exactly the same work. What need is there for a third body? The 
money saved could go to the Talmud ‘Torah Trust, which employs 
practical Hebrew teachers.—‘* Pro Bono PUBLICo,” 


JEWISH. CUSTOMS. 


“ Benammi” is wrong in suggesting in his last week's con- 
tribution “Fear in Religion,” that the filling of Elijah’s cup on the 
Seder night is in any way connected with the heathen custom “ to 
set aside a portion destined ‘for the household god.”

ANTI-SEMITISM IN ENGLAND. 


Immigration Methods in Palestine. 


A Meeting of the Deputies of British Jews was held on Sunday 
at the Rudolf Steiner Hall, Baker Street. The President, Mr. O. E. 
P'Avicpor Gonpsmip (Anglo-Jewish Association), who presided, 
referred to the great loss which the Board had sustained by the 
death of Mr. Henry Spiro of Liverpool. 

The PRESIDENT referring to the death of Dr. Nausen said that 
he was a real friend of the Jews and in. all dealings with the 
unfortunate passportiess Jew his assistance and his support bad 
been invaluable. 

Mr. H. H. Haupes, K.C. (West London), presented the Law and 
Parliamentary Committee report. 


Dr. Nansen. 


Mr. Lucren’ Secretary of the Join§ Foreign Committee, 
presented a statement, in the course of which he referred to the death 
of Dr. Nansen whom he described as a man of broad sympathies, and 
generous of heart. He was to the fore everywhere there was suffering 
or injustice. 

Mr. EusLey Zerr.yn (Cape Town) presented the report of the 
Shechita Committee. in which it was stated that the Chief Rabbi 
had addressed ua letterto the Chairman stating that there was no 
objection on the score of Din against the adoption of the Weinberg 
Pen. The Report also stated that Mr. Zeitlyn had visited Hull and 
Grimsby and had discussed with the Jewish Congregations there 


matters arising out of the adoption of the Weinberg Pen. 


Anti-Semitism in England. 

The Report of the Press Committee was presented by Mr. ERNEST 
Lesser (United Synagogue), in the absence of the Chairman, Mr. 
Phiksp Guedalla. It referred to letters sent to the DAILY MAIL and 
the EVENING NEWS, correcting misstatements prejudicial to Jews, 
and to the Hove Branch of the National Citizens’ Union, protesting 
against Mr. W. Stanley Shaw's anti-Semitic speech delivered at a 
mecting ofthe Branch. 

Mr. Lesser drew attention to the reference that was made in 
the last issue of THE JEWisH CHRONICLE, in “ Jewry: Week by Week.” 
to what he described as a rather unpleasant article that appeared in 
a recent number of TrutH. That article was under consideration 
yy the Committee at their last meeting, and the Board might be 
interested to know that an appropriate letter of protest had been 
sent to the Editor of TruTn with reference to the article com- 
plained of, 

Mr. Rechen LieverMan, LL.D. (Brighton) said that the Brighton 
and Ilove Congregation deputed Mr. Wolfson and himself to attend 
the meeting of the National Citizens’ Union at which that notorious 
anti-Semite Captain W. 8S. Shaw spoke on “ The Alien Menace,” in 
order to hold a kind of watching brief. They attended the meeting and 
before Captain Shaw had got very far they protested against the 
remarks which he made concerning Jews. The reason why he men. 
troned this was because THE JEWISH CHRONICLE, under the heading of 


' Jewry: Week by Week,” made a statement to the effect that it was 


surprised that gentlemen like Mr. Wolfson, Alderman Marks and him. 
self should have wasted theirtime and their breath over such an 
individual. Mr. Lieberman said that they would have failed in their 
duty, in spite of what THe JEWisH CHRONICLE had said, if they had 
not stopped Captain Shaw from pursuing his intended course. As

HIGH TAXATION HITTING CHARITIES. 


MORE CHILDREN WANTED IN THE HOME. 


ae The Annual Meeting of the Jews’ Deaf and Dumb Home (for 
Children) was held on Sunday at the Home, 101, Nightingale Lane, 


Wandsworth Common. Sir Epwarp D. Stern, Bart. (the President), 
presided, 


Phe CHAIRMAN, in moving the adoption of the Annual Report, 
said that their, great problem was trying to get a sufficient number 
of children into the Home. The London County Council seemed to 
prefer to send children into their own special schools, and many of 
the parents desired to k ep their children at home. Jewish children 
who went to the County Council Schools received no religious 
instruction, and that was the principal reason why the Jewish 
Home was anxious to increase its numbers. In that School they 
had Boy Scout and Girl Guide Troops, and the deaf children were 
mafe to.understand almost as well as those who were able to hear. 
rhe After-Care Committee lad done splendid work, and a great 
inany of the pupils had been put into permanent employment. Mr. 
Joseph had taken an immense amount of trouble in placing some 
of the boys, and employers were very satisfied. The dinner in con- 
mection with their appeal had been successful, due to the kindness 
ef the Marquess of Keading, who presided, and thre excellent work 
of the Appeal Committee. By that means they were able to wipe 
off their debt, but they needed £500 to pay for expenses. The work 
of the Aid Society had been most successful. The Chairman referred 
to the excellent work of Miss Davids, the Principal. and her-.staff, 
Miss Mosely, the Secretary, and appealed to those present to try and 
obtain new subscribers for the Home. 

Mr. Percy H. Josern, the Treasurer, in presenting the Accounts 
for the year 1929, said that thé annual subscriptions had increased 
by £15, but donations had decreased by £7. The contribution from 
the Aid Society was £775, £135 less than the previous year. For 
fees in respect of paying pupils they received £102 more. From 
interest on deposit account they received £23, which was a non- 
recurring item. They received £98 from Sunday Cinema Entertain- 
ments, Which was £26 more than the previous year. The net result 
of the past year was that’ they spent £491 more than their 
ordinary income. They offered their most particular thanks 
to the Chairman of the Aid Society, Mr. 8S. Springer, the 
Treasurer, Mr. L. Stephany, and the Hon. Secretary, Mrs. I, 
Stephany. They were making a special effort to obtain fresh 
annual subscribers, but they had to recognise facts as they were. 
All charities were being hit, more or less; by the system of direct 
taxation pursued by the present Government. He was afraid that 
with the best will in the world, people would no longer be able to 
respond to charitable appeals, as they had hitherto done, and that 
their home would suffer, as would all charitable institutions. 

The report and balance-sheet were adopted. 

The proposal to change the name of the Home to the “Jewish 
Residential Schoo! for Deaf and Dumb Children,” was postponed. 

On the motion of the Rev. Michael Adler, D.S.0O., seconded by Mr. 
Lionet Stephany, Sir Edward Stern. was re-elected President. The 
Treasurer, Auditors (Messrs. Myers, Davies and Co.), and the General, 
House, and After-Care Committees were also re-elected. 

The CHAIRMAN proposed a vote of thanks to Miss Davids, the Principal 
and the Staff, and paid a tribute to their very successful work. 

Miss DAVIDS, in reply, said that the work was becoming more difficult 
on account of the lack of numbers. She hoped that some propaganda 
would be done in the Provinces to try and get the children there, and so 
endeavour to make the Home more successful. 

A vote of thanks was accorded to the President on the motion of Mrs, 
H. F. Goldschmidt seconded by Mr. I. Goldstein. 


Aid Society. 
The Annual Meeting of the Aid Society was presided over by Mr. 
I. Goldstein. Mr. L. STEPHANY, the Treasurer, said that the bulk of their 
income was Cerived from their annual ball, and he appealed to the 
members of the Executive Committee to help when that function was 
again held.

Viscountess Brearstep, the President, presided on Thursday of 
last week at the Annual Meeting of the Jewish Maternity Home, at 
». Albert Gate, S.W. (the residence of Mrs. Arthur Sassoon). The 
following is an abstract of the Report and Balance-sheet and the 


Report of the Committee of Management, which were adopted : 

For the vear to Sist December, 1929. the total income amounted to £11,440 
and the total expenditure to £11,546, resulting in _an excess expenditure of £106. 

The following members of the Committee of Management retire by rotation 
and offer themselves for re-election : Mrs. F. D. Benjamin, Mrs. Stanley Cohen 
and Mrs. E. Pinder Davis. 

Mrs. Frank I. Cohen having died, there is another vacancy on the Com- 
mittee of Management. The Committee suggest that Mrs. Martha Rosenheim 
should fill this vacanév, and she submits herself for election. 


The Committee's Report states, alia: 

The building and equipment of a Pathological Laboratory for research into 
the causes and the prevention of Maternal Mortalitv and the reduction of still- 
births and infantile deaths, is one of the latest developments. This Laboratory, 
which will only be in full working order in 1930, promises to be a most valuable 
adjunct to the Hospital. 

Great regret is expressed at the passing away of the late Lady oan 
mann: Mrs. Hertz. a Vice-President of the Home, and Mrs. Frank I. Cohen. 
Reference is made to the activities. of the Aid Branches and to the various 
other aspects of the work of the Home, and the Report also expresses thanks to all 
who had combined in the vear's work. 

The Medica! Officer’s Report states that the vear 1929 had been a most 
successful one for the Hospital, and had shown as regards results a decided 
mivance upon previous vears. 

The Report on the Infant Welfare Centre records steady work and satis- 
factory atendances, and stresses the fact that the value of the Maternity Hospital 
ask an educative factor in welfare work became increasingly apparent. 

Viscountess BEARSTED said that during the past twelve months 
720 mothers had given birth to babies, and there had not been one 
maternal death-——this despite the serious nature of several cases. 
At the Pre-Natal Clinics the opportunity was given for noting at once 
any danger signals and for providing in such cases all the necessary 
precautious and treatment. After the birth of the baby, and even 
when the mother had left the Hospital she was still watched 
amd cared for until complete strength and health had been regained, 
Lady Bearsted referred to the Convalescent Home at Broadstairs 
where the weak and ailing mother with her baby regained strength; 
to the Training School for Midwives, the District Sick Nursing and 
the Sick Room Help. and said that the work of the Infant Welfare 
Centre had been steadily progressing. Dealing with the patho- 
logical laboratory for research work, Viscountess Bearsted said it 
would be in full working order during the present year and had_been 
named “A Model Laboratory,’ a play on Mrs. Model's name—chosen by 
bherself—for it was by her name that they wished this new venture 
lo be known. It was her enthusiasm and tireless energy that had 
brought the idea into being. The King Edward Trust Fund had 
shown its approbation by granting them £100 and the Bernhard 
Baron Trust Fund gave them the generous donation which made 
the establishing of the laboratory possible. 

Mrs. L. MODEL paid tribute to the pioneers in the work of the Home. 
particularly to the late Lord and Lady Bearsted, to the late Mrs. Hertz 
and the Jate Mrs. Frank Cohen and to all who were helping them at 
present.as well as to the Medical and Nursing Staff and the health visitors. 

Sir WILLIAM COLLINS, K.C.V.0., F.R.C.§8., said that when he visited 
their Hospital he was struck by the cleanliness that was so visible every- 
where, and he came to the conclusion that it was a “light to lighten the 
Gentiles and the glory of the people of Israel.” 

Dr. LETITIA FAIRFIELD expressed her admiration of the Jew sh 
mother.as a result of her Work at a number of Jewish hospitals. She was 
struck when visiting the Hospital by what she described as “that little 
éxtra touch of graciousness.” The who'e atmosphere was such as to make 
the patients feel that they were the guests of the staff.

No. 550.--Frontlets. 
My DEAR COUSIN, 

The practice of wearing Tephillin is among the oldest in Jewish 
life. The word itself is not Hebrew, but Aramaic; the articles them- 
selves are sometimes called phylacteries, which is the Greek for a 
charm or amulet. Some ancient teachers actually regarded the 
Tephillin as an amulet against evil spirits. The Ordinance in regard 
to them is well known, because it is one of the passages from the 
Bible taught to Jewish children from their earliest youth. “And 
thou shalt bind them "for a sign upon thy hand and they shall be 
frontiets between thine eyes.” 

lt is of interest to observe that some teachers in Israel looked 
npon the command as not to be literally obeved, but as having only 
metaphorical significance; comparable to the saying in “~ The Song 
“Set me as a seal upon thy Heart.” | Rabbi Samuel ben 
Meir. commonly known as Rashbam. may be cited as one authority 
who propounds this view.

\t present the little leather cases contain four passages from 
the Pentateuch. two from the Book of Exodus and two from 
Deuteronomy. It is highly propable that intolden days there weie 
five passages. the Ten Commandments being added to the four 
enumerated. The suggestion has been put forward that when the 
Ten Commandments came to be omitted from the Tephillin the 
letter Ww was placed outside to denote that the passages in the 
Tephitlin began with the Shema. It was at a later period, when tle 
meaning of the letter was forgotten, that the explanation was given 
tbat the letter w was the beginning of the word Shaddai, and that 
it was one of the laws given to Moses on Sinal. CSOD swod nsdn) 
The letter has also been interpreted, probably by mystics, as the 
firstiof the word S3SW. which is the Presence of God. 

The earliest teachers were at pains ‘to.stress the importance of 
Tephillin for the Jew, and rules were laid down to govern the wear. 
ing of them. In theory it was desirable that Tephillin should be 
worn all day and by everybody, But the exigencies of life and work 
mide that impossible; so the night was excluded, and Sabbaths and 
Fostivals; and eventually the general rule was that they should be 
worn only during prayer. Women and slaves were excluded from 
ithe duty. Yet cases are on record of both women and slaves wear- 
ing Tephillin; of Rabbis, like Rabbi Akiba, wearing Tephillin Ly 
night as well as by dav; and of others again, including Rabbi Meir‘ 
who wore Tephillin on the Sabbath, But these were the Tephi/lin 
zealots. Their counterpart was found amohg those who neglected 
the Ordinance altogether. The Talmud describes the ordinary 
common man as one who does not put on Tephillin. The wearing 
of Tephillin was a sort of passport testifying to the honesty of the 
wearer. Sometimes this gave an opportunity to the hypocrites and 
those who were intent on playing the confidence trick on their 
neighbours, There is a story told of a simple countryman who gave 
a valuable into the safe keeping of a man, thinking he could trust 
him because he wore Tephillin. Later, when the custodian denied 
all knowledge of the valuable, the countryman cried in the bitterness 
of his heart: “I relied not on thee but on thy Tephillin.” 

The exclusion of Sabbaths and Festivals from the duty of 
wearing Tephillin was explained by reference to the’purpose of each. 
The purpose of Tephillin was to be a symbol, and since Sabbaths 
and Festivals were likewise symbols, there was no need for a 
duplication of symbols on Sabbaths and Festivals. The real reason 
probably was that by laying Tephillin on the Sabbath one might 
perhaps be put in a position of having to break the rule against 
carrying on the Sabbath. Strangely enough, it was prescribed that 
he who studies the Torah need not lay Tephillin, for to study Torah 
is a great virtue. (p>-pna NRE Ss). 

During the Hadrianic persecutions (185-188 C.B.), the practice of 
laying Lephillin fell into neglect, and for obvious reasons. Such 
practices ac could be carried out in secret the Jews were able to 
maintain ; but those that necessitated public action were, of course, 
out of the question. The strange thing was, however, that when the 
persecutions under the Emperor Hadrian came to an end, the custom 
of Tephiliin laying had fallen intodecay and desuetude. The Rabbis 
of the time accordingly, in order to revitalise the custom, stressed— 
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or perhaps over-stressed—the importance of Tephillin in a 
of sayings. “ He who lays Tephillin is as though he had built .., 
altar.’

destiny or of Jewish history. A nation, “despised and rejected of 

men, brought as a lamb to the slaughter, dumb as a sheep before her 

sheerers’”’ (isaiah liii.) may be content to, acknowledge her known 
asses before God, without having attributed to her faults aud 

crunes of which she never was guilty. But the Hebrew conception 


of veward and punishment. remains essential to its religious 
philosophy. It is the vyindication of Divine rule on earth, a 
priociple which is the very foundation of Judaism. The Divine 
scrutiny is the corollary of the Divine love. “From the place 
of [lis habitation, He looketh upon all the inhabitants of the earth. 
lie fushioneth their hearts alike, He considereth all their work.” 
Nov shall those who serve Him be frustrated of their hope. Even 
' it be not the reward that they had hoped for, in some way and in 
His good time “our heart shall rejoice in Him, because we have 
trusted in His holy name” (Psalm xxxili.). 

And since Judaism posits this belief in the triumph of rihgteous- 
bess in the life of the individual, as the very foundation of its teaching, 
the argument but gathers force in its application to the national life., 
For Israel, as a nation, exists only for the promulgation of righteous. 
ness. Her existence asa national entity has no other justification 
lt may seem unscientific to imagine that fertility, suecess and 
plosperity can be secured to a country by obedience to the laws of 
Avnighty God. Yet peace, good government and righteous order are 
Ciises of extraordinary power. In this way obedience to spiritual 
iuspiration does make undoubtedly for worldly prosperity. Many of us 
in thismodern world, with its mechanical bent of mind, may have been, 
as One writer puts it, “ so engrossed in tracing out the links of natural 
Causation, that we have become fatigued, before we reach God.” It 
is good for us to be brought back sharply into contact with that old 
oriental outlook, that is so different but which declares without 
lear of contradiction, that “ righteousness -exalteth a nation and 
sin is its reproach.’ Modern human thought is apt to take refuge in a 
conception of nature and of human conduct? which separates them 
almost entirely from any intimate relation to the will of God. 
Tho vicissitudes of life are attributed to chance or fate, and there 
is \ denial of any purpose or goal to be offered to the world. It 
mov happen, after all, that the views of the Law-giver, quoted 
in our text as to the effects of moral and spiritual attainment 
or declension upon the material fitness of a people, may be much 
hearer the truth than our own hesitating and timorous outlook. 
To tind these effects emphasised and affirmed, as they are in these 
chapters, provides a much-needed tonic for our spiritual life. 
Coming from one who possessed a keen insight, Divinely inspired, 
‘nto the processes of the world and the ideals of human life, these 
Promises and warnings bring God nearer to our lives. They keep 
before our eyes aspects of truth, which the present tendencies of 
thought ignore far too much. They tell us that, even in material 
things, the Lord reigneth, and for that the world has reason to 
be supremely glad. They proclaim once again that the earth is the 
“0rd’s and the fulness thereof, not only because He has founded 
it upon the waters, but because He has sown therein light for the 
righteous and joy for the upright in heart. 
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NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath *F.9r3 AD. Leviticus, xxv. 1 to end of Book. 


XXV.. 10. “ All the inhabitants thereof.” The Talmud deduced 
from the addition of the word “all” that the law of the Jubilee 
was only to be o served at such time that the whole of the land in 
Judea Was inhabited by Israelites. Should a section of the people 
be in exile, the ordinance was to be suspended. This interpretation 
was no doubt suggested by the fact that the law fell into abeyance 
during the troublous periods which overtook the nation. 

' Every man, The reference is to those who had been sold 
into slavery. The addition of “ every man” was understood by the 
Rabbis as an allusion to the Israelite who had refused his right to 
become free in the‘ iv of release " and whose ear had been bored 


as a Consequence (see Exodus xxi., 5f.). 


Verse ll. “That which groweth of itself.’ The root of the 
word means “to pour out.’ and it refers to the grain which falis 


out of the ears of corn, or the seed which drops from the fruit 


during the time of harvesting, and takes root in the ground. 
Undressed vines The phrase occurs again only above tin 


Verse ©» and troubled the old translators. The Septuagint completely 
tnisunderstaod it and rendered by “ grapes of thy dedication.” The 
Turqum also seems to be merely guessing when it gives “ grapes of 
thy shoots.” Rashi's explanation is “ grapes of thy separation ” in 
this sense: The Israelites may not gather the grapes from those 
Vines which they had declared their exclusive property, but may 
glean the grapes of the vines Which had been left free for anyone to 


enjoy. This is scarcely satisfactory. Modern scholars take the 
words in their most literal signification. The 9°73 was a man whose 
locks had to be left unshorn. (Numbers vi., 5), and the term is 


applied figuratively to vines whose tendrils were allowed to grow 
wild and remain um Latin poets commonly conrpare the 
branches of the tree to the hair of the head, and in English the verb

Verse 12. “Out of the field.’ The meaning is: It is forbidden 
the Israelite to store any of the produce; but, whenever he required 


corn or fruit. he had to go-out into the field or orchard and gather 
the quantity necessary for his immediate needs. The reason for 
this.regulation was doubtless to induce in him a spirit of 
humbleness, and through the inconvenience he experienced to 
make him more sympathetic to the lot of the slave. In this frame 
of mind he would be the more ready to obey the command to release 
slives and surrender those tracts of land which were 
not his by inheritance, 

Verse 13. Thissentencée seems a needless repetition. According 
to modern authorities, it is the beginning of a new paragraph and 
serves as an introduction to the exposition of the law of land-tenure 
which follows. The Jewish commentators, on the other hand, 
regard it as concluding the section dealing with the Jubilee year, 
and suggest various reasons for -its insertion. Rashi quotes the 
explanation of the Sifra, viz., its purpose is to cover a case where a 
man sold his field and his son redeemed it and kept possession of it. 
In- the Jubilee yvear, he must return it to his father, Ibn Ezra 
draws the inference from “itn this year,” that the fields must be 
released at the beginning of the year, not at its conclusion. Sforno 
discovers in it the thought that the original owner takes possession 
of his land during the Jubilee year and may attend to the buildings, 
fences and sheepfolds and get it generally ready for the agricultural 
work which would begin the following year. 

Verse 14. The law of the Jubilee, which prohibited the com- 
plete alienation of land, had important economic consequences. A 
tract could only be leased for the number of years that intervened 
between the next Jubilee, and its value varied accordingly. In 
arriving at such an estimated value, both purchaser and seller are 
exhorted to be fair and avoid wronging one another. The Biblical 
command not “to wrong,” to have fair dealing, became the 
basis of wide development in the field of social ethics under the 
treatment of the Rabbis. The subject is well describe’ by Lazarus 
in his “ Ethics of Judaism,” IL, pp. 151-175, and he concludes his 
discussion with this statement: “Our chosen illustration shows how 
two Biblical words, under the manipulation. of the Rabbis whose 
activity was directed towards legislative ends and the fostering of 
morality, became like the ‘mustard seed’ from which grew up a 
great plant.’

The United Synagogue of America. 


‘From our Correspondent.—New York. | 

The eighteenth annual Convention of the United Synagogue of 
America was held at the ‘Hotel Commodore, New York before six 
hundred delegates from all parts of the United States and Canada. 
The opening prayer was delivered by Rabbi Elliot M. Burstein, of | 
Francisco, California. Greetings were issued by Mrs. . Eva 

President. New York Branch of the Women’s League ‘and by 
Judge Reit. President, New York Branch of the United 
Synagogue, Dr. Loyis Finklestein, President, Rabbinical 
Assembly of the Jewish Theological Seminary. 

Mr. NATHAN Levy. President of the United Synagogue, said a 
number of Congregations had voted to affiliate with them in the 
past year. With these additional Congregations and Sisterhoods, 
their united strength was brought to .261 Congregations and 286 
Sisterhoods. In addition, they had the Young People’s League and 
the National Federation. of Men’s Clubs. He wished to 
stress that the United Svnagogue was more than an organisation.

representatives of these twenty Congregations, he foretold their 
great expansion and development. Most of them, he said, were 
familiar with the trend of Jewish education towards the congrega- 
They were told that in the year 1916, for instance. 
there were 77 community schools in New York City attended by some 
25,000 Jewish children, and 50 congregational schools attended by 
8,000 children. In 1927, the community schools decreased to 66, the 
number of children decreased to 22.000, while congregational schools 
increased to over 200, and the number of children attending them 
increased to over 25,000, This tendency had continued in the last 
three years, and was true also for other parts of the country. 

On the following day, the Women's League of the United Syna- 
gogue held its convention, and on the hext morning the convention 
of the National Federation of Jewish Men's Clubs assembled. Mr. 
EDWARD C. WEINRIB, President of the Federation, expressed the con- 
viction that the men’s club can be made a vital part of the congre- 
gation and that its tendency will undoubtedly be to invigorate 
synagogue life in its ideals and aspirations. 

Mr. Nathan Levy was re-elected as President of the United 
Synagogue. Mrs. Samuel Spiegel was re-elected as President of.the 
Women’s League of the United Synagogue.

Quinquennial Convention. 
From our Correspondent.—NEW YORK. | 


The Thirteenth Quinquennial Convention of the International 
Order of B’nai Brit was held in Cincinnati before five hundred 
delegates from all parts of America and from foreign countries.

PALESTINE BARRED TO JEWS. 


Wholesale Cancellation of Permits. 


Indignation Throughout Jewry. 
IS IT LEGAL? 


A new order by the Colonial Office, suspending the

immigration of the Chalutzim into Palestine, for whom permits 
had already been issued, has aroused deep indignation through. 
out the Yishub. The news was first conveyed to the Vice- 
President of the Arab Exeeutive and the Acting-Mayor of 
Jerusalem, Mr. Faruji, by Sir John Chancellor in the course of a 
conversation on the statement? of the Arab Executive, announcing 
the rejection of the Arab terms by the British Government. 
According to the Arab Press, the High Commissioner declared that 
the Arabs need not be in any doubt about the efforts of the British 
Government to solve the Palestine question favourably to the 
In evidence of his statement, he quoted the 
order which he had just received from the Colonial Office requesting 
him to stop all immigration into Palestine until the report of Sir 
John Hope received. The Government has now 
made it plain to the Executive of the Jewish Agency that although 
it will permit it to bring to Palestine the Chalutzim who are still 
due there under the old immigration schedule, it must suspend, in 
accordance with the instructions of the Colonial Office, the further 
3,500 immigration certificates just’ granted to the Jewish Agency 
until the receipt of the report of Sir John Hope Simpson. The news 
of this cancellation was first made public in an Arab Palestinian 
paper on Thursday, May 15th. 

The explanation of the Government, that the entry of the Jewish 
immigrants who do not come under the immigration certificates 
schedule will not be affected by2 the new order, has done little to 
allay the anxiety of the Jews in Palestine. This concession only 
s'ightly affects the advance of immigration into Palestine, as the 
Chalutzim form the main category of the Jewish immigrants. The 
order of the Colonial Office, it is stated, came as a surprise not 
only to the Executive of the Jewish Agency, but also to the High 
Commissioner himself. Energetic protests are being raised against 
the order, which is calculated to retard the progress of the 
Jewish work in Palestine. Palestine Jewry is demanding that the 
Jewish Agency in London should take immediate steps to secure 
the repeal of the order. At the same time, there is also a consider- 
able amount of uneasiness about the constitutional changes, which 
the Government is planning, in accordance with the suggestions 
made by the Goyebnment to the Arabs both in London and in 
Jerusalem.

BITTER FEELING. 

The unanimous comments of the Jews here are very bitter 
against the British Government, and although according to the 
explanation of the Executive of the Jewish Agency, the entire 
temporary restriction only affects at present 2,350 new immigration 
certificates for Chalutzim, as the 950 certificates already granted 
three months ago out of the total of 3,300 remain valid, the entire 
action of the Colonial Office is considered to be a greater blow 
to the progress of the Jewish National Home than even the 
hostile report ofthe Shaw Commission. According to the 
Executive of the Jewish Agency it was only on 12th May that the 
Palestine Government gave its approval of the issue of 3,300 certifi- 
cates, including the 950 certificates already granted in February.

Nevertheless, on the 16th May, the Government 
confirmed the suspension of the new immigration certificates. The 
order of the Colonial Office is interpreted here as a climb down of 
Lord Passfield to meet the wishes of the Arabs. In view of the 
actual shortage of labour in Palestine at the present time the 
excuse that Sir John Hope Simpson's report must be awaited before 
the confirmation of the new certificates is considered to be a very 


weak one. 


The Legality of the Cancellations. 
COUNSEL'S OPINION TO BE TAKEN. 


We are informed that Counsel’s opinion is being ascertained on» 


behalf of the Jewish Agency as to tke legality of the Government's 
procedure in cancelling permits for Immigration into Palestine after 
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the same had been granted. It is thought to be a moot point 
whether there is any power reserved in the Immigration regulations 
whereby they can be withdrawn when once they have been issued, 
and if the Agency is advised that such cancellation as has occurred 
is ultra vires, it is probable that an application will be made to 


reinstate the permits, possibly to the Privy Councell.

JEWISH AGENCY LEADERS AND LORD PASSFIELD. 

The suspension of Jewish immigration into Palestine came to 
the Zionist Executive as a complete surprise, although only four 
days before the suspension was announced in Palestine, the leaders 
of the Jewish Agency had a prolonged conversation with the 
members of the Labour Cabinet, concerning questions affecting the 
Jewish National Home. The conversation with the Government at 
which, besides Dr. Weizmann, Lord Reading, Lord Melchett, Mr. 
James de Rothschild and Mr. Rutenberg, were present, was held on 
Monday of last week, and the announcement revoking the certifi- 
cates was made two days later on the Wednesday. 

The following is the text of an official intimation issued by the 
Executive of the Jewish Agency on May 14th, the same day on which 
Lord Passfield issued the order for the cancellation of certificates. 

Our circular of May 7th referred to an application which the Executive 
had made for 3,143 immigration certificates for the period April/September, 
1930. The Government has consented tothe grant of 3,300 certificates, 
of which 2,300 are to be used for men and 1,000 for women immigrants, 
but including the 950 certificates advanced in February. The total of 
newly granted certificates is thus reduced to 2,350. The Executive now 
have at their disposal 2,018 certificates for men and 798 for women. 


These certificates are now, of course, all cancelled. 

The Political Committee of the Jewish Agency, consisting of 
eighteen members, will meet in London during the first week in 
June to consider the political situation created by the suspension of 
immigration and the pronounced anti-Zionist statement issued in 
Jerusalem by the Palestine Government on the instruction of the 
Colonial Cifice. 

OFFICIAL GOVERNMENT STATEMENT. 


An official statement has been issued by the Government on 
its conversations with the Arab Delegation. It explains that the 
Arab demands are imcompatible with the duties of Great Britain 
under the Mandate, but that it intends to safeguard fully the 
interests of the non-Jewish Communities in Palestine.

hon is now employed, at wages and under conditions much better 
\hon were ever known in Palestine before. ec 
The Commission claims that the Arab outbreak was in great 
measure due to the excessive Jewish immigration. Yet ite own 


figures \Page 101) show that during the period of greatest Jewish 
Immigration, 1922-26, there was absolute quiet in the country. 

3 While suggesting the curtailment of immigration because of the 
limited absorptive capacity of the country, the Commission entirely 
overlooks the possibilities of industrial development and ignores 
the growth of the established Jewish industries in Tel-Aviv and 
Haifa, It omits to state that no funds are expended by the Govern- 
ment op the reception and settlement of Jewish immigrants. On 
the contrary, the Government derives an income from immigration 
by unposing a tax of £1 per head on every Jew entering the country, 

The Land Problem. 


The Report altogether omits to take into account the vast land 
reserves of Eastern Palestine (Transjordan) which can provide a 
speedy and very easy solution to both the immigration and land 
problems, 

While recommending a seientific enquiry into the prospects of 
improved cultivation, the Commission omits censure or blame either 
of the Palestine Administration or the Colonial Office for having 
failed to carry out such an enquiry during the last twelve years. 

The Commission definitely links up the outbreak with the 
alleged growth of a landless Arab peasantry, yet the Report fails to 
give any evidence of this or any instance of dispossessed Arab 
peasantry arrested for participation in the disturbance, 

The Report mentions (page 144) the transference, on easy terms, 
of 106 square miles of state Lands to Bedouin, despite the Govern 
ment’s failure to implement article 6 of the Mandate which obliges 
the Palestine Government to encourage close settlement by Jews. on 
State Lands. It. however, disereetly avoids mention of the fact 
that these self-same Bedouins have since been endeavouring to sell 
these lands to Jews at enormously enhanced prices. This omission 
is of particular interest in view of the Commission's support of the 
alleged Arab land grievance. | 


The Commission omits to mention the very serious discrepancy . 


between their own figures and those of the Jews in: respect \to the 
available cultivable land in Palestine. \ 

The Report says that “Palestine cannot support a larger 
agricultural population than it at present carries, unless methods of 
farming undergo a radical change” . , but it does not attach 
sufficient importance to the evidence produced that it is precisely 
Jewish colonisation that produces this radical change. 

| Arab Constitutional Grievances. 

The Commissiou errs when it alleges that the Arabs have failed 
to obtain any measure of self-government. The facts are: /a) the 
Moslem Supreme Council administers the religious affairs und

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religious properties of the Moslem Community ; (b) the Arabs are 
overwhelmingly represented in all the elected municipal councils, 
even coutrolling Jerusalem in which they are in a distinct 
numerical minority; (c) they have their representatives on the 
Palestine Education Board and similar institutions. 

The assertion that the Arabs have no direct access to the British 
Government is contradicted by the facts cited in the Report. The 
Mufti and the Arab Executive were in repeated contact and consul. 
tation with the Palestine Government; the Arab Executive and 
Moslem Supreme Council are also entitled to submit memoranda to 
the British Government and the League of Nations. 

No conclusions are drawn by thetSommissioners from the fact 
that the British Government has offered the Palestine Arabs the 
establishment of an Arab Agency, and the introduction of a Legis. 
lative Council, contrary to the provisions of the Mandate, which 
offers were rejected by the Arabs. : 

It is not correct to say that the Arabs are deprived of any share 


in the administration of Palestine. Of the total of 8.298 Govern. . 


ment officials, only 348 are British Christians and 767 Jews (British 
and Palestinian)—the remaining two-thirds are Arabs. 


Defence and Police. 

While declaring that the outbreak “was from the beginning 
an attack by. Arabs on Jews for- which no excuse in the form of 
earlier murders by Jews had been established " (page 158), the Com. 
mission fails to draw any. distinction between Jews and Arabs, so 
far as future defensive measures are concerned. Nor do the Com- 
missioners take into account, in the future defensive scheme, the 
fact that Jews had twice previously been the victims in Palestine 
of similar murderous attacks by Arabs. 

The Commission offers no clear guidance on the future defence 
of the Jewish towns and colonies and makes no mention of the 
worderful work of the Jewish defence bodies before the arrival of 
the troops. 

It fails to draw attention to thelexistence of a Jewish self. 
defence, at present illegal, in Palestine, and todeal with the demand 
for its legalisation. 

The history of the Palestine Police Forces has not been con- 
sidered. In particular, there is no mention of the proved fact that 
it has been found impossible in Palestine to organise effective mixed 
Arab-Jewish Police units. 

An Insidious Pronouncement. 


In conclusion. the Memorandum states that the failure of the 
Commissioners to declare the real causes of the immediate outbreak, 


though they are well established by the admitted evidence, has becn— 


proved. “Indeed,” it continues, “it is not too much to say that it 
would be sufficient to present to an impartial non-political judicial 
tribunal the evidence cited in the Report, in order to obtain a verdict 
altogether at variance with that of the Commissioners. In one 
single instance alone have the Commision permitted themselves to 
express an emphaticand unequivocal opinion. They declare : 

‘that the outbreak in Jerusalem onthe 23rd August was from the 
beginning an attack by Arabs on Jews for which no excuse in the form of 
earlier murder by Jews has been established.’ 

“It is our considered opinion that this pronouncement is, in a 
sense, the most insidious in the whole of the Report. It is announced 
as a conclusion arrived at after along and exhaustive investigatior ; 
Evidence had been heard and probed ;«the whole machinery of the 
Palestine Government had been used in the prolonged labours of the 
Commissioners ; Jews and Arabs had been called upon to testify, 
and out of the conflict of evidence and fhe welter of prejudices, the 
Commissioners have sifted a truth which” was from the very com- 
mencement never doubted by the Palestine Government or by any- 
one either inside or outside of Palestine, 

“Any uncertainty that might, momé@ntarily, have arisen in the 
minds of the public, was due only to the tone and contents of the 
bulletins issued by the Palestime Government during the disturb- 
ances which concenter the fact tie tisturbances began with an 
attack by Arabson Jews and that in the main they took throughout 
the form of a racial onslaught on the Jews in Palestine.” 

The Comfi#fissioners’ establishment of Arab culpability in the 
attack cannot be allowed to.cempensate for all the accusations 
and unfounded imputations agamst the Jewish work of national 
upbuilding in Palestine.” Indeed, if ‘One forgets for a moment the 
Commissioners’ admission of Arab blame for the outbreak, the 
Report will be found to be an unqualified and unreasoned condemna- 
tion of ali that ‘has been done by the Jews to reconstruct, make 
habitable and civilise a country on the fringe of the desert, and 
never very far removed from its barbarism. The Commissioners go 
still further, they indicate lines along which the work of Jewish 
upbuilding may be imypeded, made difficult and eventually arrested.

Music and Drama 


THE UGLY DUCHESS (Arts). 


od imagine that if one had not read Feuchtwanger’s book, one would not 
enjoy this play so much. That is about the highest praise that can be given 
to Vera Beringer’s adaptation. Any dramatisation of this author’s work 
can necessarily only suggest the vast framework of political and sociological 
background against which his figures move. But these figures are of the 
stuff of drama and live viv idly when they are handled as judiciously as they 
are here; with the additional know ledge that reading of the book has given, 
they are more absorbing still. The feud between the beautiful and un- 
scrupulous Agnes von Flavon and the hideous Duchess Margarete of Tyrol 
who rules as a wise monarch, is taken as the main theme and is worked out 
effectively. Esme Beringer gives ® magnificent piece of straightforward 
acting in the heroic style as the Duchess. But she is a little too hysterical 
and sentimental about het ugliness and does not com pletely convey the 
in pression of the strong and resourceful ruler that one knows her to have 
teen, Her make Up is exceedingly good-except that the mouth, which was 
the main reason for her nickname of “ Maultasch,” is not distorted at all, so 
that she is never really repulsive. Agnes von Flavon, though a shade too. 
modern, was made an attractive foil by Minnie Blagden. A small part, 
which was one of the most effective in the play, was that of the Jew, Mendel 
Hirsch (Philip Brandon), and in one tiny seene of abasement and exaltation, he 
painted the medieval history of the Jewish people, the world’s scavengers during 
the week and princes of the Lord on the Sabbath. An irritating bit of panto- 
mume spoilt a moving end to the play. It was quite unnecessary to introduce 
the gnomes: their actual presence destroyed completely the illusion of 
Margarete’s visions, 


OTHELLO (Savoy). 


This is in many wavs a noble and satisfying production. The play 
has been combined into four acts: the first two have been badly slashed 
and lack eohesion, but the third act brings a change and the play sweeps 
grandly to its tragedy. The scenic designs by James Pryde are excer- 
tionally beautiful with a simple spaciousness that gives Shakespeare's 
characters their due room to breathe. Paul Robeson’s Othello is 
consistently fine. He the indispensable asset of a _ gloriously 
resonant voice that seeks out the beauty of the lines. It has rightly 
the quick passions and dignity of the soldier and not, as it is often 
given, the demeanour of a philosopher. Above all there are certain 
inflections of voice, certain lights on the Moor's psychology that a man 
with “white blood” in his veins cannot convey. Iago is so brilliantly 
conceived a character that he makes Shakespeare's other villains 
look almost like pantomime figures. Man.ice Browne made 
him as malignant a personification of evil for its own sake as one 
could wish and that by quet suggestion. It was easy to believe that 
this man was the trusted friend of many because his virtue scemed so 
plausible. But he haunted the stage like a slinking shadow, and the 
gloating hate was always made apparent to those who knew it was there. 
Peggy Ashcroft achieved a triumph as Desdemona, and she gave a 
remarkably beautiful study of the sweet childishness and the wondering 
sorrow of the woman. Sybil Thorndike’s Emilia was a trifle shrewish, 
but it had character and worke. itself into a fine rage. The last scene, in 
setting, production and acting, was magnificent. 

OLD .KING COAL (Everyman). 

An unnecessary first act to this otherwise extremely effective play of 
mining life by Edward Wilson provided a preliminary skirmish of characters 
and a dose of quite charming sentiment, but it did not in the least help the 
development. It is when we get underground, in the mine, that the j lav 
really begins to move and we see mining as it is through the actions and 
speech of such different types as the gritty old Scot who has worked in the 
mine since he was fourteen, the cockney jack-of-all trades, who is preciyitated 
into a new life that amazes and appals him, and the discontented hewer who 
cannot see any sense in this caging of human beings and is continually telling 
everyone 80. The miners are trapped by a fall of roof and the subsequent 
action is concerned with their behaviour while awaiting the rescue that for 
some of them never comes. There is some fine work here, the author making 
effective use of two important factors in dramatic suggestion, darkness and 
silence, and it is well acted by the five entombed men, Ernest Cove, John 
Laurie and John Killner being especially good. The vivid impression left 
by the play, and this is the test of its truth, is not so much of the dangers of 
mining as of the unnatural burying of men like moles for the best part of their 
dave on earth and the denial of their common right with all life to sun and air.

DIVORCE.—In the Divorce Division, Mr. Cyril Arthur Barber, solicitor,

WIFE SUES HUSBAND FOR DAMAGES.—At Leeds Assizes last 
week. before Mr. Justice McCardie, Miss Esther Gotcliffe sued Dr. Harry 
Ee peLsSTon. assistant medical officer of the West Riding Mental Hospital at 
Wakefield, whom she married in April, 1929, for damages for personal 
injuries due to his alleged negligence before they were married. The action 
arose out of injuries received by Miss Edelston in a collision between Dr. 
delaton’s motor car and a horse and cart on October 13th, 1928. The 
contention was that this was due to the negligence of Dr. Eldelston, who, it 
was allewed. dimmed his lights and drove down a hill at 25 miles an hour. 
As a result of the accident Miss Edelston had to have her left eye removed. 
Mr. C. J. Frankland (for the bushand) claimed that the action. was barred by 
the Married Women's Property Act. The parties, he said, were perfectly 
hy ipl ily married, and the action was a claim against the insurance company.
